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ea, Mr. Walker stated, were be- 
ing made available in response to 
many requests for a continuation 
of the Overrun Countries Series 
of last year to include countries 
that have come under the domi- 
nation of Japan. 

The Postmaster General ad- 
vised that both the railroad and 
steamship stamps will be in the 
3e denomination, and that the 
raliroad stamp, the first of the 
new stamps to be issued, would 
be placed on sale at Omaha, Ne- 
braska; San Franicsco, Californ- 
ia and Ogden, Utah, on May 10, 
1944, which marks the anniver- 
sary of the driving of the last 
spike, in the completion of the 
first transcontinental line which 
took place at Promontory, Utah, 
May 10, 1869, with colorful cere- 
monies, in which Hon. Leland 
Stanford, founder of Stanford 
University, and former United 
States Senator, participated. 

Mr. Walker stated, further, 
that the steamship stamp would 
be placed on sale at Savannah, 
Georgia on May 22, 1944, Nation- 
al Maritime Day, from which 
place the S. S. Savannah start- 
ed on its eventful voyage across 
the Atlantic. 

No dates have been selected for 
the release of the stamps for the 


Philippines and Korea in_ the 
Asiatic Series, the details con- 
cerning which will be made 


available later. 

Stamp collectors desiring can- 
cellations of the Railroad stamp 
on May 10 and the Steamship 
stamp on May 22 may send not 
more than 10 self-addressed en-

The above information came 
after we had already prepared a 
story concerning the Savannah 
stamp from information supplied 
by Mr. G. M. Strader of Lyons, 
Ga. We are therefore revamping 
the story by placing the informa- 
tion above and continue with a 
brief bit of background which 
we had arleady prepared on the 
Steamship stamp. 

Although the steamer, City of 
Savannah was the first steam pro- 
pelled ship to cross the Atlantic, 
America was slow in seeing the 
advantages of the great transat- 
lantic steamship lines that were 
to follow 

As a result, the first such trans- 
atlantic lines were established by 
Britons when Samuel Cunard, late 
in 1838 secured a subsidy from the 
British Government and opened 
regular transatlantic service with 
British steamers “Sirius” and 
“Great Western.” Service was 
originally to Halifax and Boston 
and later to New York. 

A few years later, a Mr. Wheel- 
wright, American Consul at Guay- 
aquil, Ecuador solicited the Amer- 
ican Congress for a subsidy for 
the establishment of a steamship 
line for the West Coast of South 
America. This was refused by 
Congress, when Wheelwright went 
to Great Britain and got such a 
subsidy from the British Govern- 
ment and established the Pacific 
Steam Navigation Company. 

Collectors will doubtless re- 
member when the private stamps 
of this company were found in 
our stamp catalogues. 

So it appears that then as now, 
that our American Congress was 
filled with a group of isolationists 
who thought that they could best 
live by pulling their heads down 
in the collars of their coats or 
burying their heads in the sand 
like an Ostrich. 

As a result of this isolationist 
action, the British grabbed off the 
bulk of the world trade and since 
then other countries have fought 
to get it from them.

USE YOUR ZONE NUMBER 

The Postoffice Department has assigned residential zone num- 
bers to all sections of the larger cities. Every stamp collector who 
uses the mail frequently should realize what this means and should 
make it a practice to write his zone number after the name of his 
city or town in writing his address on all letters that he sends out. 
Where we do not have zone numbers on addresses on the paper 
it is solely because we do not know what your zone number is. 
We are getting these added as fast as we can, in many cases we 
send complete lists of our subscribers in any city to the postmaster 
in such city and they mark the zone numbers for us. You must 
learn that your zone number is as much a part of your address as 
is your house number and street. Use your zone number,

FRANK GODDEN of London 
reports that there is a dearth of 
material there but collectors 
would rather have stamps than 
cash in the bank. Stocks in the 
hands of professionals are not en- 
ough to satisfy daily inquiries, 
auction prices are absurdly high. 
prices are out of the question 
for a dealer to nay. even to make 
a modest profit. Prices for USA 
material is considerably higher in 
England than in the States. So, 
here is a tip for you ““mugs” from 
me-look for higher prices in next 
couple issues of Gibbons (are you 
listening, Capt. Usticke?) 


Have you noticed Herman 
Herst’s ads recently to buy Farley 
sheets complete at $350? Herst 
sensed that they were selling too 
low and has skimmed the market 
of the most of the sheets on offer 
with the result that the price is 
being pushed up to where i: real- 
ly belongs. Market experts have 
thought all along that they are 
selling far below what comparat- 
ive items are bringing, In the last 
boom during 1935-6 when Jub- 
ilee sets complete mint were 
bringing $100. the Farleys found 
easy buyers at $500 British com- 
men sets like the Sierra Leone 
and Falklands brought $120 then. 
Today. seven years later. Tubilees 
and British sets are up to their 
former levels. but Farleys hawe 
still been poking along at under 
$350. Look for a rapid boom in 
them to somewhere near former 
levels. 





“You spread lots of gloom by

“Haven’t you some suggestions 
to offer stamp hunters? 

“Yes, check up on your high 
values of the 1870-71 U. S. for 
grills. It was years before’ the 
catalogue noted that the grills on 
ther: stamps are very, very faint 
and only when a New York deal- 
er, visiting me in Virginia, show- 
ed me that my copy of the Ninety 
Cents was really the grilled var- 
iety, that I found I had been 
trading off the grills as the com- 
mon, ungrills. After I got wise 
to this I found a fine Twelve Cent, 
dull violet, on a trip along the 
Ohio River towns. and it is can- 
celled ‘Cincinnati’ in green. I'll 
bet there are lots of these grills, 
in stock books as of the ungrilled 
variety. Better get out the ben- 
zine cup and magnifying glasses.

Effective Saturday, April Ist, 
northbound flights on AM-9 com- 
menced ‘stopping at Moline, Illi- 
nois. If you will recall, the first 
flight occurred on. March Ist, but 
at the last minute the  north- 
bcund flights were cancelled due 
to the inadequacy of the airport 
lighting, and consequently only 
the southbound flights took place 
on that date. To commemorate 
the first flight northbound, the 
Moline postoffice used the same 
cachet that was used on the 
southbound flight. Since I only 
described it a few columns back, 
I won’t repeat it again here. In 
addition, the Kansas City Airmail 
Field also used an attractive non- 
pictorial cachet on the first flight 
mail carried into Moline. This 
cachet was a circle and inside of 
it the words “BRANIFF AIR- 
WAYS * FIRST * FLIGHT * 
MOLINE ILL. * AM 9 * GREAT 
LAKES TO THE GULF”: and 
was applied in green ink. Un- 
fortunately, I don’t know if the 
same cachet was used at the 
Kansas City Postoffice since I 
don’t have any covers from that 
point. 

All covers are cancelled on 
April Ist; and at the following 
times: 

Kansas City Airmail Field (in- 
to Moline) 5-PM. 

Moline, Illinois (into Chicago) 
6-30 PM. 

Covers from Davenport. Iowa, 
and Rock Island, Illinois (served 
through Moline) were not prop- 
erly cancelled. so I won't give 
the data on these points now. 
Both Moline and Chicago  ap- 
plied their regular general de- 
livery backstamps to covers ad- 
dressed care of those points. 


On Monday, April 10th, Bran- 
iff Airways AM-50 was finally 
extended over the Rio Grande 
River from Laredo, Texas to 
Nuevo Laredo, Mexico; thus mak- 
ing Braniff an international car- 
rier. Unfortunately, this column 
is only being written on the date 
of the flight, so I can’t give you 
any information about it right 
now. In fact, I don’t even know 
if covers were actually carried 
Since the censor regulations are 
so strict. While the flight was 
pending: for quite some _ time, 
the actual date was only released 
through the Postal Schedules on 
April 5th, which didn’t give col- 
lectors much time to get covers 
out anyway. I hope to _ have 
some better information next 
week, ;

flags were all printed from plates 
separate from any other printing 
on the stamps. That meant in 
all cases just the one small single 
line of color or print from a 
plate. In this Greek stamp, 
there are three definite and dis- 
tinct colors in the center of the 
stamp. The black of the Flag 
pole, the light blue of the flag 
and the darker blue of the word 
GREECE, below the flag. In all 
of these stamps other than the 
Greece stamp, the flag pole is 
printed in black and along with 
it are black lines or parts of 
lines outlining the flags as well 
as black lines of shading in the 
flags. In this Greece stamp there 
are no such black outlines or 
shading lines, the only black is 
in the lines forming the flag 
pole. 


It seems evident therefore that 
the double printings were more 
apt to show up in parts of the 
design where there was but a sin- 
gle line or a single word or color 
on the plate. 


The shifting on the flag pole is 
to the right on this stamp. At 
least the photo appears thus and 
it would be the natural way if it 
were as the other shifts in the 
name since all such that we 
have seen show the shift to the 
right. 

Collectors might therefore give 
their Greek stamps another go- 
ing over for this variety. We do 
not expect to have it found in any 
other flag pole on any other 
stamp. The peculiarities of the 
printing method ‘seem to restrict 
these double prints as we have 
explained.

Mr. Bruns states that this now 
makes four stamps known with 
double name and he _ mentions 
Albania, Norway, Austria and 
now Poland. 

Mr. Bruns overlooks Luxem- 
bourg which we reported some 
weeks ago. - 

Incidentally, of all of the six 
double prints now known, ail 
except Poland were first report- 
ed by readers of this paper which 
we think speaks highly for the 
splendid quality of the collectors 
who read this paper. 

The first stamp so found was 
Norway reported by Cpl. Earl 
Roberts from Casper, Wyoming. 
Then came Albania, reported by 
Miss Ruth Weinblatt of Brooklyn, 
N. Y., also Austria reported by 
Allan P. Vestal of Indianapolis 
and later by Lee Cornell of Wich- 
ita, Kansas. Next was the Lux- 
embourg stamp reported from 
Denver, Colorado and finally the 
Poland stamp -is reported by Mr. 
Engle. All of these are double 
printed names under the flags 
The double flag pole on_ the 
Greece stamp is of equal rarity 
and prominence and is the first 
double other than that of the 
names. 

This latest discovery should 
spur collectors to a greater ef- 
fort to discover new varieties. 

We have thus far neglected to 
mention the position of _ this 
double flag pole variety and note 
that Mr. Fosdyke states it comes 
on the entire second vertical 
row from the left side of the 
sheet. Mr. Fosdyke would con- 
sider trading copies of this 
double for copies of any other 
double prints of these stamps.

City Type Coils 


Several collectors have written 
to me recently about this kind of 
precancel and I think a few 
words are not amis at this time. 
Of all the kinds of precancels the 
City Type Coils are the least 
glamorous. They do not have 
much “Eye appeal” being gen- 
erally very dull and with the 
exception of a few large cities 
are so scarcé that they do not 
accumulate enough to encourage 
collectors to investigate them. 
The type that does catch the col- 
lectors eye are those that read 
either up or down on the stamp 
and show at least twice on one 
stamp and seem to be boxed in. 
These and several other kinds 
of cancellations were all made by 
special machine that was issued 
to the various offices for this 
purpose specially. There are a 
few of these machines still in use, 
seven I think at the last count, 
although several could have been 


have learned of it. The coil types 
produced by these machines are 
U-91 through U-100 as illustrated 
on the Style Chart. The ability 
of the government printers’ to 
produce coil precancels better 
and at hardly any more cost of 
course was the reason for the de- 
cline in this manner of precan- 
celling. That many city type 
coils are much scarcer than a lot 
of high priced bureau prints will 
be a point that no student of 
precancels will argue, but  be- 
cause of the lack of demand the 
price of many of these rare items 
are only a fraction of the better 
bureau prints. The late Billy 
Field long ago recognized the 
real scarcity of this type of pre- 
cancel and sought after them as 
only he could. His collection is 
no doubt the outstanding one in 
the United States today. The 
Gunesch Precancel House pub- 
lished a catalog a couple of years 
back and it brought listings pret- 
ty well up to date at that time. 
Since then there have been few 
coils issued except handstamp 
ttms used by mail order houses. 
These are made by handstamps 
the same as used on sheet stamps 
but these companies have to use 
up their postage remittances and 
so coil stamps are  precancelled 
and consequently are catalogued.
